1 1 is not the purpose of this program to con- 
duct a series of tests, using students as human 
guinia pigs. In the first place, the college group 
has a higher health rate than average, and con- 
sequently would not be representative. And sec- 
ondlv. ahliough siuh a procedure would indi- 
rectly advance medical knowledge it would not 
aid in the fight against syphilis as much as would 
an e(!u( aled pul)li< . 

In spite of the excellent health rate on this 
campus, the statement that "one in every ten 
|)ersons of the l iiilcd St.ites is infeded" is iioi 
idle talk. That statement is l>ascd on facts and 
no matter how smug we feel now. when we get 
out of school and really become part of the great 
.Vnierican puUic, we will be nibbii^ elbows 
with that "oae in ten" group. 

As future voters, we will be obligd to as.sume 
a certain aniouni of responsibility for our fellow 
c iii/ens.

The main studio, from which wiB 
emanate all inu>ortani broadcasts, 
will be ninety-Sne feet long and 
forty-five feet wide.

new sound-proof control room 
which will adjoin the main studio, 
being .separated only by a large 
gla^s.s window, through which visibil- 
ity of the whole stage can be gained 
in the larger studios, the an- 
nouncers room will be separate from 
the others, and wi',1 be Iccatajl di- 
rectly across from the control room. 

In an attempt to make the stu- 
dents more conacfcaia of ttie work 
ttiat is beli« carried on br tba ndto 
gnrap on the campus, there wlB he 
constructed a large reception room 
and observation gallery, from which 
students may watch the proceedings 
and listen to the broadcasts as they 
are given. There will also be a 
library, in which will be kept not 
only books pertinent to the radio 
Industry, but records of radio ad- 
vancement, and of the iwogress 
m ade in the radio flsld at the Uai- 
verslty.
